Au gratin, you know, literally means “with 
crumbs”. But there are more crumb desserts than many women seem 
to realize. 
Bread crumbs played an important part in the oM-time plum 
puddings of England and early America.

Don't monkey with 
moving machinery 


Two lives, four hands and arms, 
and 18 sets of two to four fingers 
was last fall’s corn-picking toll 
on Illinois farm s. This W'as less 
severe than the experience in 1939, 
but is still too high, according to 
C. M. Seagraves, 
rector of safety 
for the Illinois A gricultural Asso­ 
ciation. 


The reason it’s too high is be­ 
cause the element of a chance in­ 
jury or “pure accident” is prac­ 
tically non-existent in the case of 
com-picker mishaps. A fluttering 
leaf doesn’t frighten the machine 
and cause it to run away; a broken 
wheel doesn’t seriously disturb the 
operator; and an explosion is out 
of the question, Seagraves said. 
The injuries occur when the op­ 
erator deliberately leaves the trac­ 
tor with the power-take-off con­ 
nected and becomes entangled in it, 
or attem pts some cleaning or ad­ 
justing job on the picking or husk­ 
ing mechanism, and while so en­ 
gaged gets his fingers caught.

At the same time that Secretary I 
Morgenthau was 
promising this 
limitation on profits, the Federal 
Reserve Board raised reserve re­ 
quirements 
of

about one-seventh, up to the high­

law*s. This would have a tendency 
to reduce present excess bank re­ 
serves from around 5 billion dol­ 
la r to about 4 billion dollars. The 
object is to prevent a runaway 
inflation through the use of bank 
credit. Inasmuch as price rises have 
to be fed either by an increase 
in hank credit or greater rapidity 
of turnover of pocket cash and 
bank credit, any strict limitation 
upon the issuance of bank credit 
would tend to prevent inflationary 
price rises. However, 4 billion dol­ 
lars excess reserves would still 
permit an expansion of about 20 
to 30 billion dollars in credit which 
would be quite inflationary.

Corn loans 
to vary 


Corn loan rales this year will 
vary from one area to another 
according to differentials in com 
prices, Carl Bo!met, Cook County 
AAA chairman, has been informed. 
Previously*, the corn loan rate 
has been uniform throughout the 
country, though wheat arid cotton 
loans have always varied according 
to location. 
The reason for the change, Mr. 
Bonnet said, is to prevent a fur­ 
ther 
accumulation 
of excessive 
stocks in the northwestern part of 
the corn belt and encourage the 
storage of larger stocks of corn 
in other parts of the corn belt. 
Corn loan rates based on past price 
relationships are expected to result 
in least possible interference with 
normal livestock feeding operations 
in all parts of the corn belt and 
should tend to facilitate a natural 
movement of corn to normal con­ 
suming areas, Mr. Bonnet said. 
Corn loan rates will not be an­ 
nounced until a determination is 
made of the parity price of corn 
at the beginning of the marketing 
year, which is October I. Loan 
rates will average 85 per cent of 
the parity price. The lowest corn 
rates, between 65 and 67 cents a 
bushel, will prevail in the heavy 
surplus areas of southern Minn­ 
esota 
and 
northwestern 
Iowa, 
where corn prices have been low est, 
and the highest rates, 74 to 76 
cents a bushel, will apply in Mich­ 
igan, eastern Ohio and parts of 
Missouri, 
where consumption of 
corn in livestock feeding usually 
exceeds corn production, resulting 
in higher prices for corn. Illinois 
corn loan rates are expected to 
fall close to the average of the 
two extremes.

Admissions Go Up 


The federal government’s new 
tax law’ which went into effect 
Oct. I, is going to mean increased 
admission prices at all high school 
events. The IO per cent tax must 
be paid on the established admis­ 
sion price whether the individual 
has a season ticket, a pass or just 
gets in free. This applies to all 
entertainments whether conducted 
as benefits or run for profit. Every 
school must have tickets printed 
including admission price, tax, and 
total as well as place and date of 
the event. Printers must report all 
tickets printed and furnish the gov­ 
ernment samples. Sporting goods 
are also taxed IO per cent and it 
looks like some athletic budgets 
may not hold up under the increas­ 
ed expenses and the probably drop 
in income due to increased admis­ 
sions. But after all we have to 
pay for the defense and war any­ 
way and what does it matter just 
what form the tax takes. We prob­ 
ably have not seen anything yet 
as far as taxes are concerned.
